The legislature of our State has fol­ 
lowed the.exam ple set by Iowa and 
Illinois, and uudone the legislation by 
which the property of one man could 
be voted away for the benefit of an­ 
other. In no ease where such laws 
have been tried has the result been 
otherwise than disastrous, and yet 
there is a howl in the localities that 
have not had tim e to get into debt, 
agaiust the repeat of the act. One en­ 
lightened journal even argues that the 
repeal ia illegal, because “the legisla­ 
ture cannot pass a low inipniring the 
obligation of contracts,” ai|d contracts 
have been made.ln various places to 
pay other people’s money, against 
their will luto the hands of railroad 
companies. 
It does not seem to occur 
to these people that such a contract is 
itself a violation of every principle of 
Justice, and that as such, it is extreme­ 
ly doubtful whether the courts will 
sustain them. 


T h e amount of bonds asked by the 
combined Northern and Southern Pa­ 
cific S y n d ic a te 's 4120,000,000. No one 
pretends to believe that either one of 
these roads would be able to pay the 
interest on these bonds, and thus an 
annnai outlay of $7,200,000 would be 
added to tire already Burdensome ex­ 
penses of the Government. Who, with 
an increasing public debt, and tailing 
resources staring us in the face, will be 
foolhardy enough to give this immense 
amount away? And yet under the 
pressure of a powerful lobby, and se­ 
* dueed by the shining bribes, there are 
numerous Congressmen who will for­ 
get the interests of their constituents 
and vote away the obligations of the 
nation to the men who have already 
through watered stock and fraudulent 
banking, stolen m illions of the peo­ 
ple’s money. They will bear watching. 


Th e Spanish government professes 
to be determined to take some steps 
that will result in the abolitiou of sla­ 
very in Cuba, and calls on the plant­ 
ers to suggest a plan. W c are afraid 
the Cuban slaveholders will not afford 
any apprciable assistance in this work, 
but If the home government resolutely 
Insists on the destruction of slavery, 
it will do more towards re-establishing 
her authority than an army could 
effect. 


T h a t the Spanish should leave the 
Vlrginius In a horribly filthy condi­ 
tion, as indicated by the dispatches, is 
no more than might 
have

expected, but our government should 
have insisted on her surrender iu the 
harbor of Havaua, instead of accept­ 
ing her in a little obscure port, like 
Hahla.Hond». 


T tie D e liv e ry o f th e V lrtfin liw to th e 
A m e ric a n S im a l © H irer*. 
N ew Y o r k , Dec. 18. 
A correspondent of t lie Tribune who 
w as-present a t the snrrem ler oí the 
V irginias, telegraphs from K ey W est 
that the surrender took place a t Bahia 
Honda, yesterday m orning. The fast 
steam yacht Dispatch was selected to 
Deceive*the Virgiglus. C aptain W hi­ 
ting, of the W orcester, was deslgmrted 
to command her. He was accompanied 
bv L ieutenants Adolphus M aris, Geo. 
A. Calhoun, and A ssistant Engineer 
N. H. Lamden. The crew consisted 
of thirty-nine men. 
The Dispatch 
sailed from K ey W est on ¡Sunday and 
reached B a h ia ’ H onda about noon on 
.Monday. As soon as the Dispatch was 
signaled from the shore, a Spanish 
flag bearing the Crown; notw ithstand­ 
ing the Republican Eagle accompanied 
that m onarhial emblem, was flung to 
the breeze, and we discovered a black 
side-wheel steam er, w ith two smoke 
stacks, beyond the forts, and in per­ 
fectly smooth water.. No other craft, 
except two or three Coasting schooners 
were then visible, and it was not un­ 
til we were about to come ashore th at 
we discovered a Spanish sloop-of-war 
lyiug close under the shore, about two 
miles and a half away. The Dispatch 
proceeded slowly and stcadilv and an­ 
chored about four hundred yards from 
the Virgiuius. 
Alm ost im m ediately 
afterward, a boat from th e Spanish 
vessel came alongside th e V irginias, 
and at a quarter to two o’clock tin* 
stars and stripes were raised by Span­ 
ish hands and again floated over the 
vessel which carried Ryan, Verona, 
Fry, and th eir unfortunate comrades 
to death. 
The boat was then pulled away. A t 
the same m om ent we saw, by aid of 
our glasses, another' sm all boat let 
down from the Spanish vessel, which 
proved to be the C aptain’s gig. 
It 
brought to the Dispatch a young Span­ 
ish naval officer in full uniform. He 
was courteously met at the gangway 
by Captain Rodgers, and he introduced 
him self as Sefior De La Camera, com­ 
m anding th e sloop-of-war Favorita. 
He was invited into the cabin, but 
being informed by Captain Rodgers 
that Captain W hiting was to receive 
the surrender, he stepped briskly to­ 
wards the latter, and the Spaniard and 
• the Am erican lifted their caps in cour­ 
teous salute. 
Commander Do La Ca­ 
mera rem arked th at he had received 
a copy of the protocol requiring the 
surrender of the Virgin!us, aud was 
prepared to execute it on th a t or the 
following day. Captain W hiting re­ 
plied th at he was instructed to receive 
the vessel on Tuesday, but the hour 
would be left to th e convenience of 
the Spanish commander. 
It was then 
agreed that the cerem ony should take 
place at 9 o’clock on Tuesday morning. 
In the afternoon, Captain W hiting 
and Lieutenant M aris returned the 
call and were received w ith proper 
courtesies. 
Tuesday m orning, punctually, as the 
bells on the Dispatch struck 9 o’clock, 
the Am erican flag flew to the ling staff 
of the Virginius, and at the sam e mo­ 
ment a boat containing Captain W hi­ 
ting and L ieutenant Maris put away 
from the Dispatch. 
As they ascended 
the accommodation ladder of the Vir­ 
ginius, a single m an on the deck, who 
proved to bo Hefior De La Camera, ad­ 
vanced, made a salute to the officers 
and rem arked th a t in obedience to the 
requirem ent of his governm ent he had 
the honor to turn over the steam er 
Virginius to the Am erican authorites. 
Captain W hiting accepted, and ascer­ 
taining th at a receipt would be ac­ 
ceptable, he gave one. The Spaniard 
stepped over the side, signalled to his 
oarsmen and in ten m inutes was upon 
the deck of his own vessel. 
The V irginius was in a most filthy 
condition. 
In an hour we were at sea, 
and the V irginius was soon again un­ 
der steam. 
She found the United 
States sloop-of-war Ossipee aw aiting 
her arrival. 


T h e rumored combination betweet 
the Union Pacific railroad and the Pa­ 
cific Mail Compauy, is a m atter of im ­ 
portance to this coast. 
If it is true 
that such a combination has been ef­ 
fected, higher freights and increased 
exactions are in store for us.
